dictate transfers. The board is 
required to act upon these 
changes. 

Chief Should Be Consulted. 

“J simply hold that the board 
should rely on the chief's rec- 
ommendations. If we propose 
any changes, we should submit 
them to Police Chief Jeremiah 
O’Connell for his report and rec- 
ommendation before taking any 
action. 

“Of course, if any transfers are 
proposed by the chief, they al- 
ready have his approval before 
they come to us. . 

“The board has the right to ap- 
prove or disapprove but, when we 
have a competent chief of police, 
we should rely heavily on his 
judgment.” 

The proposed transfer of 17 po- 
lice captains and lieutenants, 
which has raised a storm of pro- 
tests, was voted by Reidy, Oster- 
tag and Church without any rec- 
ommendation from Police Chief 
Jeremiah O’Connell. The action 
was taken in the absence of Rob- 
erts and Mayor ‘oseph M. Darst, 
ex-officio member. 

Transfer Held Up. 

Roberts has, on personal order 
to O'Connell, directed the trans- 
fers be held:up until the police 
chief can make a study and re- 
port to the board, probably at its 
next meeting Feb. 29.

Pend te attend that he would use 


his power of office to stop the 


er C. Hobbs, board chair- 
man of the St. Chamber of 
Commerce, told ,a Post-Dispatch 


reporter: 

“The board should delegate to 
the. police chief the authority to 
make whatever changes he sees 
necessary. 

“The chief 1s operating head 
of his organization. If he makes 
changes and they don’t turn out 
right, the board can get a new 
chief.” 

Hobbs said the Chamber of 
Commerce is following the shake- 
up*proposal closely and will take 
whatever action “it deems neces- 
sary to safeguard the rights” of 
the citizens. 

“The taxpayers are the people 
who are paying the bill for the 
Police Department,” he declared. 
“They should have a voice in this 
thing. 

“This shake-up doesn’t look 
good. The people of this com- 


« munity don’t plan to let a group 


of politicians take control of the 
police department.” 
Blake Gives Views. 

Robert E. Blake, president of 
the St. Louis Crime Commission, 
said: “When the police depart- 
ment has a chief like O’Connell, 
it might be a good idea for the 
board to delegate to him the full 
authority to make _ personnel 
changes. ' 

“Whether this power should be 
taken from the board on a perma- 
nent basis is another question, 
however.” 

Ostertag, in his statement Sat- 
urday, said: 

“The contention that the Board 
of Police Commissioners should 
delegate to the chief of police the 
power to make transfers of police 


officers is, in my opinion, con- | 


trary to the letter and spirit of 
the laws creating the board and 
defining its powers and duties. 


“IT will always give careful and | 


respectful attention to the opin- 
ions and recommendations of 
Chief O’Connell. But I will never 
neglect the duty imposed upon 
me as a member of the board, to 
obtain and consider other infor- 
mation pertaining to the advis- 
ability of such transfers, and to 
vote thereon in accordance with 
my own judgment. 

“To permit one mah to dictate 
transfers and promotions in the 
police force is contrary to the 
dictates of’ common sense, cus- 
tom and the laws. Those who 
would establish such a precedent 
cannot be aware of the dangers 
which must necessarily result.”

(UP)—The vice president of a 
Cairo (W.Va.) bank was missing 
today along with $36,999 of the 
bank’s funds. | 

Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion agents said that Samuel E. 
Swiger, vice president of the 
Farmers and Merchants Bank at 
Cairo, was the fourteenth person 
in the last 18 months involved 
in embezzlement from banks in 
the West Virginia-western Penn- 

ania. area, The 14 made off 
with more than - ,000. 
Swiger disappeared from his 
Cairo home last Wednesday short- 
ly after an audit of the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation re- 
vealed the shortage. 

Fred Hallford, in charge of 
the Pittsburgh FBI field office, 
said Swiger was charged with 
failing to record $18,000 which 
he received and signed for Oct. 
10, 1951, and a similar amount 
again on Jan. 3 of this year. 

The alleged shortage occurred 
only 16 days after the arrest of 
Dennis V. Layfield, teller at the 
Wood County Bank at nearby 
Parkersburg, on a charge of em-

LONDON, Feb. 18 (AP)—For- 
eign ministers of the Western 
Big Three met with Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer today to tell 
him that West Germany .so far 
can share in Atlantic: pact plan- 
ning and strategy only as a mem- 
ber of the European army, not 
as a full member of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

The British, French and Amer- 
ican diplomats joined Adenauer 
at Britain’s Foreign Office to give 
their answer to the West German 
Parliament’s demand for an equal 
voice in NATO in exchange for 
German troops for Western de- 
fense. 

An official statement after the 
morning session said ‘“‘some prog- 
ress” was made in solving the 
problems that have arisen. In 
midafternoon, the three Foreign 
Ministers met again for an hour 
and then were _ rejoined by 
Adenauer.

The 18 members of the St. Louis delegation in 
the Missouri House have an important date with 
the people Thursday at 8 p.m. at Gallaudet 
School, 1616 South Grand boulevard. 

They have been invited to hear a full explana- 
tion of the St. Louis public school unit control 
_ bill, which will be before them when the House 
reopens for business next Monday. 

Since the meeting will be open to all inter- 
ested persons, including members of Parent- 
Teacher Associations and other civic groups, the 
representatives can kill two birds with one 


stone: They can learn exactly what the bill con-. 


tains, and they can see for themselves how 
strongly it is supported by the forces of .civic 
betterment. 

The measure is based on recommendations of 
the old Citizens’ Advisory group, which made a 
thorough study of public school administration 
here and concluded changes were required in 
the interests of more efficient operation. In gen- 
eral, it centers responsibility in a superintendent 
of schools, thus avoiding the wasteful dispersal 
of power that now exists. 

Although indorsed by the School Board itself, 
the bill suffered cruel treatment in the State 
Senate at the hands of Senator David A. Hess, 
who finally stabbed it in the back. Representa- 
tives Fred Ray Columbo of St. Louis and A. 
Clifford Jones, St. Louis county, then introduced 
it in its original form in the House. 

Oscar A. Ehrhardt, chairman of the School 
Board's legislative committee, which has labored 
tirelessly to get a fair hearing for the measure 
in Jefferson City, will be on hand to offer com- 
plete details of the plan. A full staff of profes- 

sional and legal advisers also will be present.

Senator Saltonstali, a leader in the Eisenhow- 
er movement and generally recognized as one 
of the more progressive of Republicans, made 
a stirring speech before the party’s Lincoln day 
banquet. 

“It is our job,” he said, “to convince the vot- 
ers that the G.O.P. of the 1920s is dead and 
buried deep—that a revitalized Republican par- 
ty understands their problems, that it has the 
sincere will to carry out those measures that 
are in the best interest of all our people and 
not of any single group.”

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Crisis for the FPC 


President Truman's appointment of Dale Doty 
to the Federal Power Commission promises a 
crucial test of the future of that agency. For 
the FPC is one of the regulatory bodies which 
has helped make the Fair Deal go sour. 

An example of this was the Phillips Petroleum 
Co. case. Wisconsin and Michigan had protested 
that Phillips was charging excessive rates for 
natural gas sold to a pipeline serving those 
states. But the FPC refused to accept jurisdic- 
tion in the case. 

The FPC did this although its staff had been 
gathering evidence for two years. It did this 
despite the fact that President Truman had 
earlier vetoed the Kerr bill, which was intended 
to prevent the FPC from regulating such gas 
rates. The FPC managed to do on its own what 
the Kerr bill failed to do, and the result will 
cost consumers millions of dollars. 

This abdication of power occurred ynder the 
FPC chairmanship of Mr. Truman's crony, Mon 
Wallgren, who recently retired. Only Thomas 
Buchanan of the four commissioners opposed 
the Phillips surrender. Recently the President 
named Buchanan acting chairman, but he re- 
mains a lonely figure in the chair. 

Now the test is whether the Senate will con- 
firm the Doty appointment to fill the vacancy 
left by Wallgren. Mr. Truman rejected candi- 
dates openly favored by the oil interests, or 
frankly opposed by them. Dale Doty is an obvious 
compromise choice. As Assistant Secretary of 
Interior and a career man, he had a good record 
on public power, but little experience with nat- 
ural gas. 

However, the common necessity in either field

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Four Men in Seattle 


Injustice is repeating itself in at least 846 
cases subjected to federal loyalty reviews. The 
way this can happen is described in four spe- 
cific instances in the Mirror of Public Opinion. 

The cases involve four Seattle postal employes. 
Ed Guthman reports in The Seattle Times that 
these men have worked for the Post Office a 
long time. One has 27 years of service, an- 
other 24. They went through the whole loyalty 
procedure once before, and kept their jobs. 
Now they must go through it again. 

This is because President Truman last year 
changed the reasons for loyalty dismissals from 
“reasonable grounds” to “reasonable doubt.” It 
is difficult at best to make a defense against a 
doubt. It is more difficult because the four 
Seattle men did not know before, and will not 
know now, what the evidence against them is, 
or who accused them of what. 

This procedure denies the men the rights of 
deferse given common criminals, and beyond 
that confronts them with a kind of administra- 
tive double jeopardy. No doubt administrative 
officials can argue that they do not have to 
follow the strict legal procedures of a court. 
But can they argue that they do not have 
to uphold our traditional concepts of justice? 
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Questionable Testimony ? 

The Bar Association’s attitude promises to be 
a most important factor in determining whether 
the Minnesota plan to narrow chances against 
false “expert” testimony 1s to be established 
here. The St. Louis circuit judges say they'll 
support it provided the Bar Association also 
does so; otherwise, the judges will be opposed. 

Under the plan, the local medical society is 
given the opportunity to investigate details of 
any medical testimony of a questionable nature. 
If that group concludes a medical witness testi- 
fied falsely, or was lacking in knowledge of the 
subject, it would take disciplinary action against 
him. The lawyers’ group would come. into the 
picture if there were indications the attorney in 
the case used such testimony knowingly. 

A committee of the Bar Association is now 
studying the plan and will report its findings 
soon. This should enable the layman to make a 
more informed judgment. But the report also 
should include the committee's opinion as to 
how widespread the giving of false expert testi- 
mony may or may not be. Even though the Min- 
nesota plan may have its faults, there may be a 
real need for something like it. The lawyers 
ewe the people an answer.

In 
the previous hearings, the accused seldom 
knew who supplied information against 
them. Nor were they allowed to confront 
and cross examine their accusers. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation, 


of which J. Edgar Hoover is chief, has 
explained that disclosure of informants’

identities might endanger their lives and 
would undermine the FBI’s future ef- 
fectiveness. ; 

But as a result, the accused have had 
to grope in the dark to establish their 
innocence. Now they must do so again, 
but the task will be more severe. 


When Truman decreed that any Gov- 
ernment worker could be fired where there 
was a “reasonable doubt” as to loyalty, he 
lowered the standards of the loyalty- 
investigation program. The previous stand- 
ards required that there be “reasonable 
grounds” to believe an employe disloyal. 

Under Truman’s order, it was manda- 
tory to reopen all cases where decisions 
of departmental boards had been reversed. 
Loyalty-investigation officials interpreted 
the word “reopen” to mean that the em- 
ployes involved automatically would be 
charged and put through the hearing and 
appeal process again. Discovery of new 
evidence or strengthening of old was not 
deemed necessary. 

Common sense should have dictated that 
each of the cases be considered individ- 
ually. The evidence in each should have 
been reviewed and further investigation 
undertaken if necessary. One of the Seat- 
tle men has worked for the postoffice 27 
years; another has been a letter carrier 
for 24 years. 

Some officials in Washington, D. C., have 
excused the action by pointing out that 
the 846 are only a small number of the 
4,000,000 employes investigated. 

This hardly can be measured against 
the mental anguish, embarrassment and 
possible financial loss which the 846 and 
their families are being put to after having 
believed their names had been cleared. 

This is action counter to basic American 
concepts of justice and no American can 
be proud of it—even though it is being 
done in the name of fighting Communism. 


Must Not Fail in Wrecked Korea

No stronger obligation rests upon the 
United Nations than relief and rehabilita- 
tion in Korea. The country has been 
ruined as a corollary to the U.N.’s strug- 
gle to throw back Communist aggression; 
the people have lost practically everything, 
their homes, their gear, a large part of 
their crops. 

They now lack everything. A failure to 
keep them going and set them on their 
feet again would be a failure in that vital 
aspect of the fight against Communism, 
the field of human relations. The struggle 
for Asia could be lost by it. 

The U.N. Advisory Commission for Ko- 
rean Relief and Rehabilitation approved a 
$250,000,000 program and U.N. members 
have already pledged $205,000,000 of that 


sum. This program is admittedly only a 
fraction. of what will be needed; the job 
will take far more money than this. In 
fact, something more than $300,000,000 
has already been spent on relief supplies, 
services and equipment, part by the U.N. 
bat the greater portion by the United 
States Army and other governmental agen- 
cies. In addition there has been an un- 
counted total of contributions of clothing 
and food by private organizations and in- 
dividuals. 

The special significance of the Advisory 
Commission s new program lies in its rec- 
ognition that the task of keeping the Ko- 
reans alive and re-establishing them is far 
larger than appropriations so far have 
contemplated. :

500 Attend Tribute Paid to Budget Chair- 
man of Group for 50 Years of 
Service to Community. 


Jesse A. Wolfort, “elder states- 
man” of the St. Louis Jewish 
community, was honored last 
night at the fifty-first annual 
meeting of the Jewish Federation 
of St. Louis for his 50 years of 
service to the community. ° 

lLiore than 500 persons attended 
the annual breakfast meeting at 
Hotel Chase. The organization 
is the central social planning and 
fund-raising body for local, na- 
tional and overseas Jewish health 
and welfare agencies. 

I. E. Goldstein, federation 
president, described Wolfort as 
“one of our most beloved St. 
Louisans” and “a man who sym- 
bolizes the finest in our Jewish 
community leadership.” 

Dr. Llewellyn Sale Sr. recalled 
incidents of their boyhood to- 
gether and spoke of Wolfort’s 
service to the community. 

Wolfort, now budget chairman, 
has been active in every Jewish 
Welfare Fund campaign since 
1901, when the federation was 
founded. He attended the or- 
ganizational meeting as a boy 
of 19. 

Responding, the attorney 
termed the etulogies “one of the 
most gratifying demonstrations I 
ever saw.” He said he would 
continue to serve the organization 
as long as he is able. 

Jewish contributions to St. 


Louis community life were dis- 
cussed by Ethan A. H. Shepley, 
president of Washington Univer- 
sity Corp. and president of the 
Greater St. Louis Community 
Chest in 1947 and 1948. An 
Episcopalian, he is senior warden 
of Christ Church Cathedral. 

“Apparently the Jewish people 
numerically represent something 
less than 5 per cent of our pop- 
ulation,” Shepley said. “I defy 
anyone to show me any worth- 
while non-sectarian charitable, 
civic, educational or cultural de- 
velopment to which you have not 
contributed far more than 5 per 
cent of the support and leader- 
ship.” 

olfort, who lives at 6136 

Westminster place, was president 
of the federation, a Community 
Chest agency, from 1941 to 1946 
and is an honorary life member 
of its board of directors. He is 
a past president of the Temple 
Israel Congregation, the Jewish 
Aid Association and the Parent- 
Teachers’ Association of Hamil- 
ton School. 

He was a director of United 
Charities from 1942 to 1946 and 
did much of the legal. work of 
converting that body into the 
Community Chest. He was a 
member of the Chest’s central 
budget and policy committee for 
two years.

BODY OF POPE PIUS X LOUIS MELSHEIMER FUNERAL 


PLACED ON DISPLAY | 
IN CRYSTAL COFFIN

VATICAN CITY, Feb. 18—One 
of the humblest of the Popes of 
the Roman Catholic Church was 
given one of the highest church 
honors here yesterday when the 
body of Pope Pius X was placed 
on permanent exhibition in a 
transparent crystal casket in St. 
Peter’s Basilica. 

The casket was placed inside a 
specially constructed new altar. 
Masses will be celebrated on the

covers the face and hands, the 
rest of the body is clothed in the 
white cassock, red jacket, white 
skull cap and red shoes be or!

Pope. The cassock was a gift of | 
an unidentified American wom- 
an. 

A congregation of 3000 joined 
in prayers to the Pontiff to help 
Christianity and all humanity as 
six bearers placed his coffin in 
position. Pius X died just after 
the outbreak of World War I, ap- 
parently broken-hearted by the 
conflict.

It so happens 
that the local people who are 
American citizens cannot get 
work, Many days we don’t work. 
Some days we work one hour. 
The wetbacks and the nationals 
from Mexico have the whole Im- 
perial Valley. They have in- 
vaded not only the Imperial Val- 
ley but all the United States. The 
nationals and wetbacks take any 
wages the ranchers offer them. 
They get worse every year.” 


Suggested Remedies. 


George Smith, a Negro of 
Gculd, Ark., told how the impor- 
tation of Mexican nationals, which 
did not begin until 1949 in Arkan- 
sas, drove down wages for pick- 
ing cotton from $4 a 100 pounds 
to $3.25 and $3, and said “in 
many cases local farm workers 
could not get jobs at all.” Last 
year, he said, wages went down 
as low as $2.50 for 100 pounds. 

Representative Arthur C. 
Churchill of Memphis, who has 
served five years as minister for 
some 4000 farm workers in Ar- 
kansas, Alabama, Mississippi, Mis- 
souri and Tennessee, urged the 
need of better legislation to reg- 
ulate importation of Mexican 
workers than the measure passed 
last year by Congress. 

Among other things, he rec- 
ommended government assistance 
for housing migratory workers, 
licensing of labor contractors who 
operate across state lines, and in- 
clusion of farm labor under mini- 
mum .weee and collective bargain-

They are hired at low wages 
and are used to replace American 
farm workers, and their lot is, 
too, a pitiable one, with living 
conditions hazardous to their 
health and the communities where 
they are huddled together. 


Small Farmers Driven Out. 


The group that testified here 
before a special Senate committee 
headed by Senator Humphrey 
(Dem.), Minnesota, which is con- 
sidering remedial legislation, was 
shepherded by the tireless and 
indefatigable H. L. Mitchell; 
president of the struggling Na- 
tional Farm Labor Union, which 
is affiliated with AFL but gets 
little sustenance from the parent 
organization, and is living now 
literally from hand to mouth to 
survive at all. 


They gathered, Incidentally, in 
the old room in the middle of the 
Capitol where the Supreme Court 
once sat, a symbolic place to talk 
about justice. In the group were 
four migratory farm workers, two 
of them Negroes, two union offi- 
cials, a preacher of the Congrega- 
tional and Christian Board of Mis- 
sions who devotes his life to serv- 
ice to the farm workers.

Depreciation Reserve. 


The utilities board sets aside 
a depreciation reserve as part of 
its general Operating expenses. 
Its accounts include provision also 
-|for certain taxes and for interest 
at 2 to 2% per cent and retire- 
ment of the bonds. At the end 
of the last fiscal year the book 
value of the transit property, 
$584,000, was only 6.2 per cent 
of the value of all the utilities, 
while the direct operating ex- 
penses for transit were running 
about a tenth of the total. 


The tax payment by the utili- 
ties board is the outgrowth of a 
great local debate.

“One of the selling points to 
the citizenry: when the utilities 
purchase was being. worked up 
was that profits would be so fat 
that general city faxes would be 
virtually wiped out.

Before the controversy reached 
the Legislature the City Council 
and the utilities board differed 
sharply and openly over how 
much of the operating profits 
should be shifted to the city 
treasury. For 1945 and 1946 the 
council called for $135,000 from 
the board, which was pro rated 
against the various utility rev- 
enues, including about $24,300 
againsb transtft. 


Yield Dwindled. 


A state law enacted in 1947 
fixed the tax at 4 per cent of 
gross receipts of the transit and 
gas departments, 3 per cent of 
the electric. In the ensuing five 
years the’ tax on, transit revenue 
totaled $96,000, but the annual 
yield has dwindled sharply from 
the peak in 1949, with the loss 
of passengers. 

(St. Louis Public Service*Co. 
pays about $2,200,000 a year in 
general and miscellaneous taxes, 
while its income tax liability va- 
ries with profits. Its payments 
include charges on gross receipts, 
amounting in general to 5 per 
cent.) 

The decline in Springfieid fare 
volume between 1949 and 1951 
was 17.5 per cent. However, bus 
mileage operated has not gone 
down much of late, because of 
extensions of routes put into ef- 
fect in the last fiscal year. (The 
decline in fare volume for St. 
Louis Public Service Co. between 
1949 and 1951 was about 3.5 per 
cent.) 

New and larger busses have 
been purchased in the last three 
years, and now the older, slower 
and less comfortable busses are 
used only in rush periods. 


Longer Waits.

Heart Disease Scare 
. By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


EART disease in general and particularly coronary artery 
H iserse angina pectoris, and heart attacks scare people 

more than they should. These diseases need not mean 
sudden death or invalidism. The reason people think a diag- 
nosis of these diseases is equal to an impending death sentence 
is that they hear only of those who die—the thousands of.living 
people working with these diseases don’t make headlines, 

For instance, there’s Carl Nordin—a fictitious name for a 
very real man. He was and still is a midwestern farmer of 
rich Kansas river valley land. He had two “heart attacks,” 
known medically as myocardial infractions, in three weeks. 
He didn't call a doctor at all for the first one. He did stay 
in bed. The additional damage to his heart muscle a second 
time so soon after the first made him a very sick man. 

After hospital treatment and several months of conva- 
lescence at his daughter’s home in the city, he went back to 
the farm. Although he stops working when he gets short of 
breath, he is no invalid. He merely added a man to the farm 
to help him out. Nordin still does a good many chores himself.

THAT IS AN UNUSUAL instance showing how tough heart 
and body really can be. 

A physician had a severe heart attack when he was 57 
years old—-22 years ago. At the time of his heart attack, he 
was very depressed and looked forward to a crippled life. His 
doctor advised him not to give up the idea of continuing his 
practice. He improved sufficiently to be able to carry on his 
work until he reached the age of retirement. Since then he 
has continued to do useful work three times a week as a con- 
sultant, even though he is now 79. No invalid, he.

THE TYPICAL VICTIM of a heart attack—the middle- 
aged man—is struck down for just a few weeks or months 
during an extremely active career. Unless his morale is shat- 
tered or he gives up hope, he often makes a good recovery. 
Such a man may be able to continue most or all of his former 

work. 

For instance, there was a business man of 55 who was 
also a good golfer. He had the symptoms of angina pectoris 
and went to his doctor. He was very much discouraged. He 
thought from that moment on he would be crippled and would 
not live long. There was no question about his having angina 
pectoris from coronary heart disease. He was given a medicine 
to dissolve in his mouth periodically to prevent attacks and 
advised to limit his activity during the cold winter. By the 
following summer, he was able to take up golf without needing 
any medicine at all. Me continues in good health and plays 
golf regularly. In his case, and there are many like him, addi- 
tional heart arteries carried blood for the artery shut down by 
disease.

One cup red wine, four me- 
dium-sized .onions, sliced; one 
clove garlic, minced; one teaspoon 
allspice berries, one teaspoon 
whole cloves, two bay leaves, one 
teaspoon thyme or oregano, one 
teaspoon peppercorns, few celery 
leaves or one-half teaspoon celery 
seed, four pounds pot roast, salt, 
one-fourth ‘cup flour. 

Combine wine with onicns, 
garlic, spices and herbs. Make 
incisions in pot roast with sharp 
knife. Pour ‘wine-spice mix- 
ture over meat in deep cas- 
serole and let stand several 
hours, turning meat occasion- 
ally. Remove meat and brown 
on all sides in its own fat or extra 
fat if needed. Sprinkle liberally 
with salt and veturn to casserole. 
Cover and bake in a slow oven 
(250 degrees Fahrenheit) two and 
one-half to three hours until meat 
is tender. Remove from oven, 
skim off about one-fourth cup of 
the fat. Stir the flour into this 
and when smooth add the spiced 
wine in which meat has been 
cooked. This may be strained if 
desired.

Playing Canasta to Win [ 


By Albert H. Morehead 


E have already observed, 

with a rather extreme illus- 

tration, that since, in the 
three-pack game of Samiba, the 
first objective is the 1500-point 
score for a samba, or seven-card- 
sequence canasta, and since no 
sequence-canasta is possible un- 
less it contains the ten, nine and 
eight of its suit, you should be 
very wary about melding tens, 
nines, or eights that might fit a 
prospective samba, either in your 
partner’s hand or in your oppo- 
nents’ hands. 

For example, you hold thfs: 


You need 90 for your initial 
meld. You could make it easily 
and economically with your joker 
and four tens. This would give 
you an excellent start for a can- 
asta, plus all the other advan- 
tages of making the initial méld 
as soon as possible. Nevertheless, 
you do not make the meld. 


Your set of tens includes two 
tens of diamonds and two tens of 
hearts. Your side may never again, 
in the course of this deal, draw 
another 10 of diamonds or an- 
other 10 of hearts. If your part- 
ner has a sequence in either suit, 
and you hold on to your tens, it 


may be possible to build a sam-~ 


ba; if you meld your tens as a 
group, the chance for a samba 
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may be lost. At the same time, 
you will be warning the oppon- 
ents that the chance of their 
getting a 10 in either of these 
suits may be remote, or at least 
delayed, and they may not wreck 
their hands by holding on to 
sequences that require these cards 
for completion.

New York, Feb. 18. 
HEN the of Harry 
Chapin Smith, 84-year-old 
Brooklyn recluse who had 
lived in incredible squalor, was 
removed from a grave in Potter's 
Field and reburied in Linden Hill 


Ridgewood, Queens, one day last 
month, a strange and fascinating 
story came to light. 

Far from being the penniless 
derelict he was considered to be 
in the Brooklyn neighborhood 
where he lived in an unheated, 
rubbish-filled room, Smith was 
revealed as the scion of a fine 
family, possessor of a Harvard 
education, and a financial wizard, 
who, while living in poverty and 
eating on scraps, had amassed a 
fortune of nearly half a million 
dollars. 

But although his identity was 
established and his fortune found 
in a safe deposit box after his 
body had lain in a pauper’s grave 
for almost three months, there is 
still one question left unanswered. 
Why had Smith, with almost $500,- 
000 at his command, chosen to cut 
himself off from the world and 
live the life of a beggar for al- 
most half a century? 

The answer to that question 
seems, at the presert writing, to 
be buried with the miserly man 
who now lies in a grave on a 
wind-whipped slope in a Queens 
cemetery. 

From the jigsaw-puzzled pieces 
of information supplied ty a fel- 
low Harvard student, by the gen- 
eral manager of a Brooklyn ware- 
house where Smith kept a safe 
deposit box for almost 40 years, 
and by a bank executive with 
whom the dead man.became ac- 
quainted in 1920, a meager biog- 
raphy of Smith has been recon- 
structed. 

From the few facts available, it 
would appear that Smith was born 
in Springfield, Mass., in 1867. His 
mother, Julia Chapin, came from 
a well-known and even distin- 
guished family. Occasionally in 
meager confidence Smith spoke 
of his mother and her family as 
pioneers in the Massachusetts 
community, but of his father, Nor- 
ton Smith, he spoke not at all. 

. x * 

ITTLE is known of Smith’s’ 
L voynood except that his family 

seems to hrve had financial 
difficulty, that he worked his 
way through high school and 
after graduation worked for a 
Springfield newspaper. 

There is scant information on 
his life as a young man in his 
twenties, but at the age of 30 he 
entered Harvard, apparently with 
only meager funds to draw on be- 
cause he held several odd jobs 
in his spare time from study. 

He remained at the university 
three years, departing before 
graduation. . 

Mystery again surrounds his ac- 
tivities during the first 10 years 
of the twentieth century. There 
is, some evidence that around 
1910 Smith went to Florida and 
did some free lance reporting on 
the labor troubles that had de- 
veloped with the building of a 
railroad across the Florida Keys 
and that later he held some sort 
of position with the Cuban Gov- 
ernment. 

Somewhere about this time he 
moved to Brooklyn and took a 
room in the same neighborhood 
where he lived until he died last 
November. A few years later 
when Smith was 47, his mother 
died and left him her house in 
Springfield. It is thought it was 
upon this small legacy—the house 
was assessed at $4000—that Smith 
began building his fortune. 

Although the only known exist- 
ing early photograph of Smith 
shows him to have been quite a 
dapper young man, he had by the 
year 1920 come to look like a 
derelict. 

It was in that year that Smith, 
dirty and ragged, walked into a 
Wall street bank in great indigna- 
tion over some difficulty about 
his signature which he had en- 
countered at another bank. Al- 
though he looked like a Bowery 
bum, he spoke as a man of au- 
thority and eventually wound up 
telling his troubles to one of the 
‘bank’s executives, Joseph R. 
Thompson. The matter of the 
signature ironed out, Smith 
turned the conversation to the 
market and investments. 

“His appearance was frighten- 
ing, but his knowledge of stocks 
was amazing,” Thompson says in 
recalling his first meeting with 
the erudite eccentric. “He had 
the best command of the English 
language and the most unerring 
judgment of market trends of any 
one I ever met.” 

That first meeting with the 
banker was but one of many that 
were to stretch over the next 30 
years. And in time Smith par-

tially divulged his market opera- 
tions. He never bought specula- 
tive stock and before buying se- 
curities always made his own ex- 
haustive study of the companies 
involved. 

Smith also occasionally talked 
to the banker of jobs he had held 
as a younger man, spoke of work- 
ing his way through Harvard and 
of having been a postal employe, 
an editor of a column on eco- 
nomics and of having been a re- 
porter and drama critic, but never 
once d‘d the two men meet out- 
side the banker’s office. And 
never did Smith so much as hint 
as to why he, a man of ever-in- 
creasing means, should go about 
looking like a mendicant. 


Meanwhile Smith’s pack-rat in- 
stincts for carting home old 
newspapers and other trash sal- 
vaged from refuse cans and ash 
barrels caused him to quarrel 
with his landlady. His room was 
filled to overflowing and his in- 
credible collection of odds and 
ends had begun to ooze into other 
rooms of the house. He took his 
troubles to Louis Leone, a bar- 
ber whose shop was nearby, and 
Leone indulgently allowed Smith 
to use the backfoom of his bar- 
ber shop as a catchall for the 
papers, broken flower pots, dent- 
ed pans, empty bottles, umbrella 
handles, bits of board and glass 
and broken packing crates and 
all manner of junk that defied 
description. 

One day in return for Leone’s 
favor, Smith asked the barber 
to accompany him to a perfor- 
mance at the Academy of Music, 
then a fashionable gathering place 
in Brooklyn. Smith ealled for 
Leone with a great bundle of 
newspapers under his arm. 

“And what do you think he 
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did all through the show?” Leone 
still remembers that evening. “He 
clipped newspapers, kept clipipng 
and clipping until there was a 
heap of scrap paper around our 
knees. He didn’t care what was 
going on on the stage.” 


From 1914 when he inherited 
his mother’s small estate, Smith 
had rented a safe deposit box at 
the Pioneer Warehouses in Brook- 
lyn and when G. Summer Small 


‘came to the Warehouses as the 


mew manager, he, like the Wall 
Street banker, took an interest in 
the ragged eccentric. Smith called 
often to deposit or remove papers 
from his strong box. Although 
employes surmised that this man 
in rags and tatters might have 
some means, none guessed that 
his fortune amounted to the near 
half-million found 
when his body was taken from 
Potter’s Field. Without teeth, 
wearing tin«rimmed spectacles 
that he once boasted he pur- 
chased at the dime store, and 
celluloid collars grown slick with 
grime, Smith often appeared with 
needle and thread in hand to beg 
one of the women clerks to sew 
up his clothing, usually held to- 
gether by safety pins.

Reid recalls that Smith took 
him aside at the reunion and 
said: “I should like to be cremat- 
ed when I die and to have my 
ashes scattered over a river flow- 
ing into the sea, while some good 
person declaims Tennyson's 
‘Crossing the Bar.’” 

Back home in Brooklyn after 
the reunion, Smith resumed his 
nocturnal wanderings, digging in 
garbage cans and poking about 
in the gutters. He was now free 
to bring all the trash he could: 
carry into the old house where 
he lived for his landlady had 
long since died—no one remem- 
bers just when—and her rela- 
tives had removed the furniture 
but for some reason had failed 
to claim the property, probably 
because the place was no longer 
habitable. And so on the top 
floor in his old room filled with 
his beloved newspapers and junk, 
Smith lived until he grew ill last 
October. Picked up on _ the 
street, barely alive from starva- 
tion and self-neglect, he was tak- 
en to Kings County Hospital, a 
city institution, and died on Oct. 
24. No one claimed his body and 
it was taken to Podtter’s Field. 

While Smith lay in his pauper’s 
grave, part of the human name- 
less flotsam that this great city 
buries each year, Sumner Small 
began to worry. And when his 
strange friend did not appear for 
several weeks to commune with 
the contents of his safety deposit 
box, Small appealed to the po- 
lice and Smith was traced to his 
nameless grave. 

Now tax authorities are investi- 
gating Smith’s income tax returns 
and the Kings County Public Ad- 
ministrator is checking claimants 
to Smith’s estate. No will was 
found in his junk-littered room. 
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Besides the mountains of old 
newspapers and assorted trash, 
investigators discovered in 
Smith’s hovel only a little 
canned-heat stove on which he 
cooked his meals, pieces of a 
broken bedstead and springs and 
a mattress upended against the 
wall with the stuffing falling out. 
Smith apparently slept in a di- 
lapidated chair, sagging and with 
the horsehair coming out in tufts.

O far no near relatives have 
§ stepped forward to lay claim to 

Smith’s estate. ; 

“Among the claims we have re- 
ceived are several ffom persons 
who claim to be first cousins 
once removed,” Daniel G. Con- 
nolly, attorney for the Kings 
County Public Administrator ex- 
plained. “Some seem to be well 
documented, particularly on the 
maternal or. Chapin side of the 
family, but so far there has been 
no claimant who ever knew Smith 
during his life time.” 

Perhaps some day.some as yet 
unheard-from distant relative or 
an as yet undisclosed friend may 
come forward with the missing 
links in the past of Harry Chapin 
Smith. For the present there is 
none that can even guess. For 
Smith seems to have taken with 
him to his grave not only the 
answer to his strange life but the 
method by which he ran a shoe- 
string legacy of some $4000 into 
a $500,000 fortune in little more 
than 30 years’ time.

Bridge

ODAY’S declarer brought 
contract 
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West opened the king of spades 
—which was extremely annoying 
to South, because this took out 
dummy’s entry. Now, South could 
count only 12 sure tricks; one 
spade, two hearts (since he would 
have to overtake his own queen), 
seven diamonds and two clubs. 

Prospects were far from bright, 
but South went ahead with the 
one plan that had any reasonable 
chance of success. He ran off his 
entire trump suit, discarding two 
clubs, three hearts and a spade 
from dummy. West held tightly 
to his top spade and all four of 
his-clubs—and East wrecked the 
defenders’ ship by maintaining, as 
long as he could, the same tight 
hold on his clubs, giving up all 
of his spades in the process. 


Now, when the South hand was 
reduced to the blank 10 of spades, 
the blank queen of hearts and 
three clubs, West to the spade 
queen and four clubs, dummy to 
the spade six, the A-K-10 of 
hearts and one club, East to three 
hearts and two clubs, declarer 
overtook his heart queen with . 
dummy’s king and cashed the 
heart ace. South discarded his 
own 10 of spades on this latter 
trick—and West was squeezed! 
Only he could guard the club 
suit, and only he had a spade over 
dummy’s six-spot. If he gave up 
the spade queen, declarer could 
easily cash the six; if West sur- 
rendered another club, South's 
three clubs would be good, 


If East had looked ahead far 
enough, the moment he saw that 
South had a seven-card diamond 
suit, he would have realized that 
he could not possibly keep club 
protection and also keep the 
hearts that he would so urgently 
have to hold. That being so, East 
should have abandoned the club 
suit, to hold the spade seven over 
dummy’s six—and the squeeze 
could not have operated.

HE distance from London to 

New York City is about 1090 

million inches, but it is rare 
for anyone to speak of the dis- 
tance in inches. Instead we say 
that the two cities are about 3000 
miles apart. 

In speaking of distances inside 
our solar system, we commonly 
use the unit of a mile. The sun is 
about 93 million miles from the 
earth, on the average. The moon 
has an average distance of al- 
most (but not quite) a quarter of 
a million miles from the earth.
